Of Business In Chicago

Cattle Embargo Lifted 


The United States lifted its embargo 
against Canadian cattle on March 2 but has 
placed quotas on the number which may be 
shipped to that country. Effective April 1, 
yearly limits to be admitted at a duty rate 
of 1'!. cents a Ib. are 200,000 head of calves 
weighing under 200 Ibs. and 400,000 head of 
eattle weighing 700 Ibs: or more. Cattle be- 
tween these weights and those exported in 
excess of these numbers are subject to a 
duty of 2'. cents'alb. The customs duty on 
fresh beef and veal entering the U.S. ist 
three cents a pound. 

With prices in the United States running 
at ‘about the same Jevel as those here in 


Canada it is not likely that many cattle will 
move across the line in the near future and

A CHICAGO INSTITUTION

closed up rather than face the possibility of a series 
of suits attacking its legality in the face of state 
laws prohibiting branch banking. 

But, Mr. Thompson says, the Board of Trade 
never raised a finger in protest. In spite of the fact 
that the Bank of Montreal was the best friend any 
Chicago business ever had. He says it was one of 
the board's early benefactors. 

It supplied large amounts of capital which 
greatly aided in the development of the grain 
trade there. Also it assisted struggling traders 
to purchase memberships on the exchange ‘on 
time.”

BANK AIDED TRADERS 


We know of one instance where one of these 
purchasers was having a difficult time in meeting 
the interest payments on the loan he obtained 
from the bank for his membership, and the bank 
generously agreed to waive the interest. Unoffi- 
cially we have been advised that there were other 
instances in which the bank has appeared in the 
role of a benefactor to members of the board.

Board of Trade officials queried’ about their 
attitude toward the closed bank replied that it 
would be against the policy of the exchange to 
issue any statement on the subject. Carl Bostrom, 
president of the board, declined to comment, 

Some board members, however, have expressed 
regret over the departure of the ._ bank from 
Chicago. 

Edwin A. Boerner of Harris, Upham & Co., 
said: “The contribution of the closed bank to the 
city's*industry and especially to that branch of it 
concerned with ‘agriculture has been a noteworthy 
one. To permit its closure because of a possible 
technical conflict with certain of our banking laws | 
is regrettable, the injustice of which cries for im- 
mediate rectification.” 

George Koehl, veteran member, commented as 
follows: ‘It appears that the recent action by cer- 
tain legal interests which culminated in the clos- 
ing of the bank was something that was not justi- 
fied in view of the bank's long standing in the state 
and the very important part it played in the de- 
velopment of midwest business and agriculture.” 


COULD HELP CLOSED BANK 

No doubt the Board of Trade could help get the 
Bank of Montreal back in Chicago if they would 
get busy. But isn’t it a fine thing that a free busi- 
ness institution can be put out of business in a 
so-ealled free country?
